Mr. Moore had arrived here on the 


midnight car from Connersville, and 
was 
walking along West 
Third 


street, near the rear of Weeks' Meat 
shop, when the first shot was fired. 


He stated 
that the tVro officers 


were standing in front oft the City 
Restaurant and that their assailant, 
whom he did not know, was facing 
them only a few feet distant, and 
was pointing his revolver directly at 
them as he shot.' 


Mr. Moore took refuge 
in the 


small doorway opening at the rear 
of the meat-shop to avoid any stray 
bullet. He stated just as the first 
shot was fired, Mr. and Mrs. Char- 
les Caron were coming 
diagonally 


across 
the street from Kennard's. 


jewelry store toward the meat shop,, 
and that Mrs. Caron screamed with 
the first shot. 


Mr. Moore glanced up at the trio 


in front of him and stated 
that 


Patrolman Nicholson staggered and 
fell, evidently being, struck with the 
first shot. 


Mrl Moore also is of the opinion 


that, the second 'shot fired by Sor- 
rell struck Wachendorf, as-he ap- 
peared to weaken. This shot also is 
believed 
to 
have penetrated 
the 


plate glass window in the restau- 
rant as blood was splattered on the 
inside.

Waehendorf fired possibly three 


shots at Sorrell, he stated, and his 
aim was not steady, one shot landing 
several feet hierh in the brick wall 
of the north side of Pitman and Wil- 
son's drug store, and another shot 
hitting Sorrell in his left leg. 


Mr. Moore 'stated that Sorrell 


stood ur> and pointed the gun keenly, 
while 
Wachendorf evidently 
was 


wounded while he was firing his 
shots. He saw Wachendorf stagger 
against the corner of the restaurant 
and feel his Way along the side of 
the, alley, and Mr. Moore stated that 
he was positive that he had 
been 


shot. 


According to Mr. Moore, Sorrell 


got in his machine and went to Main 
street and then south, and a few 
seconds later Patrolman Nicholson 
crawled up along the street and got 
to his" feet, staggering. Mr. Moore's 
impression was that Mrs. Caron had 
been struck by a shot, and he in-

Sorrell stepped back and f omied Nicholson, but the policeman

ward, voted for him. Frank Aber- 
crombie and Chase Mau/y, republi- 
cans, and Norman Crum, democrat, 
voted against him and then elected 
Wachendorf for the place. 


Wachendorf was born in 
Ripley 


county and would have been forty 
years of age July 27 next. He came 
here: 23 years .ago with his parents 
and had lived here since. He worked 
for the city about six years as 
a. 


teainsteri-'ahd" one year'^iii the citjr 
street cleaning • department. 


Wachendoff's father is dead and 


his mother, who survives, 
is 
the 


wife of William H. Trennepohl, 204 
East Ninth street. 
The widow also 


urvives. 
Wachendorf was 
reared in the 


German Lutheran church in Ripley 
county, but never affiliated with- any 
church here. He was a member of 
the Red Men and Pocahontas lodges.

soon fainted from the effects of his 
wound. 


Mr. Moore stated that the crowd 


which had gathered quickly search- 
ed for the other patrolman and with 
a flashlight found his body lying 
around 
the corner of the building 


in the small alley, where he 
had 


staggered and fallen, just following 
the shooting. He was dead when they 
had reached him. 


The witness to the shooting, was' 
i a dangerous place only a few 


feet from the affair, but he was ev- 
idently not detected .He was afraid 
that he might be mistaken for 
a 


"cop," as he had on his conduc- 
tor's uniform. 


He 
said that in all there were 


sight or nine shots fired, but he saw 
only one gun, and that was the one 
used by Sorrell. He said he could 
not see the weapon used by the vic- 
tim, but that one of the revolvers 
roared fiercely and1 shot 
forth 
a 


stream of fire as it exploded. 


The City Restaurant was crowded 


with people who had been to bas- 
ketball games at Newcastle and Ev- 
erton, where the high school second 
team played. 


One of! the bullets from Sorrell's 


revolver 
which went through the 


large plate glass window, sent the 
late diners 
scurrying under tables 


and in every direction. 
"Several persons Svho were on the 
streets left the scene of the battle 
in short order. 


Policeman 
Nicholson 
crawled 


across 
Third street and says the 


first thing he remembers, 
he 
was 


coming down the stairway between 
Pitman and Wilson's drug store and 
Mulno's clothing store. .He said 
someone told him a woman had been 
shot and was at D?. L. M. Green's 
office, and he started in that direc-
